Russia No Threat, He Says. 


Stalin went to pains to assert 
that the Soviet Union poses no 
threat of aggression. 


Discussing the objectives of the 
Communist sponsored “world 
peace movement,” Stalin said it 
does not aim at the overthrow of 
capitalism. But, he said, it may 
prevent or postpone another war 
or it may result in the ove 
of “militaristic” 2588 and 
their replacement other gov- 
ernments willing temporarily to 
preserve peace.

Persons who are overweight are 
basically unhappy, disproving the 
belief about the “jolly fat man,” 
a physician attending the annual 
meeting of the Mississippi Valley 
Medical Society at Hotel Jeffer- 
son said today. 

“People who over-eat and gain 
unnecessary weight are usually 
those who have found life too dif- 
ficult. and obtain temporary sol- 
ace in eating,” Dr. P. V. Dilts 
of Springfield, III., asserted. He 
has prepared an exhibit on obes- 
ity for .the meeting. 

Obesity has been attributed to 
malfunction of various glands in 
the body, including the pituitary 
and thyroid glands, “but no posi- 
tive evidence exists for this,” Dr. 
Dilts said. The most important 
glands in producing obesity are 
the salivary glands,” those which 
water at the sight of nourishment, 
he added.

Eisenhower backed McCarthy 
for re-election in a blanket in- 
dorsement of all Republican can. 
didates in his Indianapolis speech 
last month. He previously had 
told reporters at Denver that he 
could not indorse McCarthy with- 
out qualification. 

McCarthy has been the center 
of a controversy because of go 
his opponents call his “guilt by 
association” techniques. He has 
bitterly attacked Eisenhower's 
wartime superior and friend, Gen. 
George C. Marshall. 

Truman’s Needling. 

Meanwhile there were reports 
that Eisenhower resents the criti- 
cisms of him that President Tru- 
man is making on his whistle-stop 
tour. The friendship between the 
two appeared to be at a breaking 
point. 

Truman has termed the five- 
star general—once reported to be 
his choice for the Democratic 
presidential nomination—a “front 
man” for lobbyists. He has ac- 
cused Eisenhower of misleading 
the American people about the 
peril of Communism after World 
War II. 

Earlier, Eisenhower had called 
Truman’s administration a cor- 
rupt, extravagant, bumbling lead- 
ership weak in morals and 
pursuit of peace. 
“scandal-a-day” administration. 


An Eisenhower assistant said 


the General was ready to attack 
the Truman administration all 
through his whistle-stop push into 
Illinois—assailing what he has 
called a false war-time prosperity. 
He has insisted Republican lead- 
ership can bring prosperity with- 
out war. 

Eisenhower entered Illinois 
after a spectacular sweep through 
Michigan. The big turn-outs yes- 
terday left his lieutenants hope- 
ful the Republicans would cap- 
ture the state’s 20 electoral votes 
by a wide margin in November. 

Despite the Stevenson indorse- 
ment by both the CIO and AFL 
labor chiefs, Eisenhower was 
given warm receptions in indus- 
trial centers having big labor 
votes. 

Senator Homer Ferguson of 
Michigan, who rode with Eisen- 
hower across the state, said he 
was convinced the people had 
turned out in large numbers at 
each whistle-stop because they 
intend to vote for Eisenhower. 

“If they were just curious— 
just out to see a national hero,” 
Ferguson said, “they wouldn’t 
have been as responsive as they 
were. The response convinces 
me they intend to vote for him.” 

In eight stops, more than 100,- 
000 people came to cheer the can- 
didate even though there was a 
threat of rain most of the day. 

Eisenhower did not mention 
President Truman by name in any 
of his speeches yesterday, but 
time after time he hit at the 
president. 

Reference to Truman. 

He told a crowd at Lansing, the 
state capital: 

“We are determined to pursue 
in the foreign field a comprehen- 
sive, firm, broad policy that will 
truly lead toward peace, We think 
there has been enough frittering 
around, enough indecision and 
enough failures in that field in 
the last seven years.” 

By limiting this criticism to the 
past seven years—Eisenhower was 
hitting directly at Truman who 
went into the White House after 

the death of President Roosevelt 
in 1945. 
But while the central theme of 
these talks revolved around for- 
eign policy. the general covered 
the field with his criticisms—hit- 
ting at high taxes, inflation, cor- 
ruption in government, and the 
leadership in Washington. 

The general offered no spe- 
cific cures for the ills as he saw 


em. 

He told each audience much the 
same thing he told the cheering 
throng at Lansing: “All that this 
new (Republican) administration 
can promise to you when this 
crusade has become a success is 
that it will approach every single 
problem from the standpoint of 


the welfare of 155,000,000 people.

The manner in which Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. has been granted a new $1,000,000 
rate increase should not become any part of a 
precedent. Most of the increase will be accom- 
plished by charging pay customers 10 cents in- 
stead of 5 cents a.call.

But it is not too healthy when it 
can get one. of this size without being required to 
prove its case at a public hearing before the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, No hearing 
was held because no protests were filed. So the 
new rates became effective automatically with 
the passage of the statutory time. 

As we say, this procedure should lot be per- 
mitted to become a precedent. The city and 
state officials who represent the consumer’s in- 
terest in utility cases should make it their busi- 
ness to insist that Southwestern Bell prove its 
case for rate increases at open hearings. 
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Kilowatts Are Nonpartisan 

In his whistle-stop speech dedicating the Hun- 
gry Horse dam in Montana, President Truman 
bade his listeners take a good look at it, because 
‘if the Republicans win this election, it will be 
a long time before you see another structure of 
this kind.” The Republicans’ only positive action 
in 20 years of opposition to public power, he 
said, was “to change the name of Boulder dam 
to Hoover dam.” 

It is true that most of the public power in the 
United States has come about as a result of the 
efforts of Democratic Presidents and Democratic 
majorities in Congress. But it is also true that 
they have had the co-operation of members from 
the other side the aisle, and some of the out- 
standing leadership for public power has come 
from Republican ranks. 

Mr. Truman's reference to Hoover dam comes 
with particularly poor grace, because Herbert 
Hoover’s contribution to the dam which bears 
his name was à real and honorable one. As Sec- 
retary of Commerce he helped work out the in- 
terstate agreement for division of the Colorado 
river waters to be impounded, which made the 
project possible. As President he signed the 
order to start construction. 

Mr. Hoover is not the only Republican who 
deserves credit for what public power has done 
for the country. The late Senator George Norris 
of Nebraska was “the father of the TVA.” The 
late Senator Charles McNary of Oregon voted 
for TVA. More recently, Senator Irving M. Ives 
of New York has fought for public power in his 
own state in the St. Lawrence seaway project. 
Senator George Aiken of Vermont is a friend of 
public power, particularly rural electrification. 

Public power is not a partisan monopoly. It is 
an instrument for the development of the coun- 
try. The purpose of its friends should be to rally 
more and more support from both es. It 
will be nécessary for @ good many Americans to 
rise above partisanship if public power is to do 
as much as it is capable of doing to make Ameri- 
ca strong, productive and prosperous.

While the administration of 
cortisone has been undergoing an 
evolution since it first came into 
use four years ago, there has 
been a revolution in the produc- 
tion of the hormone, he said. 

“It now costs the patient only 
one-twentieth of what it did four 
years ago,“ he said. “It costs 
only 60 cents to $1 a day for 
maintenance doses after inflama- 
tion has been reduced. This must 
be measured against the cost of 
the patient’s disability and his 
economic loss. The hormone is 
being produced in a quantity that 
exceeds the most hopeful proph- 
ecy of leading chemists in 1949.” 
Not a Germ Killer. 


Turning to public acceptance 
of the hormone, Dr. Hench said 
even some physicians have been 
disappointed that cortisone offered 
not a cure but temporary relief 
of symptons. “They object be- 
cause it insists on acting like a 
hormone, which it is,” he said. 
“They mix it up with penicillin 
and sulfanilamide — things that 
kill germs.” 

Pointing out that cortisone has 
nothing to do with the duration 
of a disease, he said it interferes 
with the reaction of tissue to an 
invading agent. “If I take off my 
raincoat and rubbers and it has 
stopped raining in the meantime, 
that doesn’t mean the raincoat 
and rubbers made the rain stop 
falling,” he said. 

Another speaker, Dr. Phillippe 
V. Cardon Jr. of New York, said 
in a panel discussion that the 
stress of every-day living, rather 
than medical factors, probably is 
responsible for high blood pres- 


ure. 

Although the exact origin of 
the condition remains unknown, 
hypertension probably represents 
an “adaptation” forced on the in- 
dividual when the central nerv- 
ous system is confronted by 
stress, he said. 


New Epilepsy Treatment. 


“Striking success” has been 
achieved in the treatment of some 
forms of epilepsy with a new drug 
called mesantoin, Dr. Leopold 
Hofstatter, assistant superintend- 
ent of the St. Louis State Hospi- 
tal, reported. 
In the last five years, mesan- 
toin has played a major part in 
reducing the number of epileptic 
seizures in one ward of the mental 
hospital from 250 a month to 11, 
he declared in an interview. 
Dr. Hofstatter criticized preju- 
dice in industry against the hiring 
of epileptics. If the patient’s 
seizures are properly controlled, 
there is no reason why he cannot 
be a valuable and productive 
member of society,” he declared.

So the 
humor depends on the direction, 
in bold characterization and 
timing of the lines. 

This timing, the feel for the 
necessary emphasis to draw a 
laugh, was often lacking last 
night, particularly in some of the 
minor roles, and a good many 
lines were thrown away. But the 
chief characterizations, those of 
Joseph Lomuto as the shrewd, 
rough-diamond producer; Char- 
lotte Peters as his ‘unabashedly 
vulgar and outspoken wife, and 
Mary Lou Goddard as a self- 
dramatizing queen of the theater, 
were quite vivid. Mrs. Goddard, 
in her first adult stagé appear- 
ance, gave a remarkably clever 
caricature which left no doubt it 
was of Tallulah Bankhead, And 
Miss Peters again displayed a 
rich feel for comedy; as a matter 
of fact, she was much better in 
the role than the actress who 
played it in the road company 
at the American Theater in 1950. 

Ruth Verdier, too, gave a 
broadly appropriate sketch of a 
tough stage mother. Wallace Hoss, 
however, as the epicene director, 
underplayed to the point of ex- 
tinguishing the catty writing of 
the part. As the high-minded, 
diffident young author, supposed 
ly a fond self-portrait by Moss of 
himself as a youth, Peter G. Fons 
suffered from insufficient voice 
projection; so much so that, at 


one point in the first act when 
the lights wouldn't work properly 


and the stage was dim, the action 
seemed about to die out. 
Maggi Speer directed, with un- 


evén results. Vincent Piacentini 
Jr.’s set of a Boston hotel suite 
was quite serviceable. The theater 


itself is a little beauty, with 400 
luxurious seats. Unfortunately 
the neighborhood in South St. 
Louis is remote from the Play- 
house’s former stamping grounds 
in the West End and the suburbs 
where I believe most of the ama- 
teur organization’s steady clien- 
tele lives. Perhaps that was the 
chief reason the theater was not 
half full. The play will run seven 
more performances.

You would never 
catch him talking about the dan- 
gers to America’s homes 
hearthfires. 
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of things done which 
have been done, things 
done which should have been 
. Our own history is like 
rest. But of one thing I, for

The fight- 
ing in which we are now engaged 
in Korea is fighting undertaken 
in the name of the common 
collective security of the great 
majority of the nations of the 
world against the brutal aggres- 
siveness of one or more of them.
